ON  THE  FAMILIES  OF  HALLEY,  HAWLEY,  PYKE,  ETC. 


The  present  series  supplements  some  articles  under  a similar  title 
published  in  the  Magazine  of  History,  in  1906-1907.  An 
account  of  the  known  history  of  the  Halley  family  appeared  in 
The  Genealogist,  new  series  (London),  for  July,  1908,  Vol.  25,  part 
I,  while  a paper  on  the  Pike  or  Pyke  families  of  London  and  Greenwich 
was  printed  in  Notes  and  Queries  (London),  for  July  20,  1907  (tenth 
series,  Vol.  8,  No.  186,  pp.  44-45).  The  inedited  lists  and  abstracts  of 
Halley  or  Hawley  wills  and  administrations  which  follow  are  from  the 
Probate  Registry  at  Lichfield,  and  were  made  personally  by  Mr.  R.  J. 
Beevor,  M.  A.  (Trinity  College,  Cambridge),  of  “ Reymerston,”  Manor 
Road,  St.  Albans,  England.  Entries  preceded  by  an  asterisk  (*)  repre- 
sent docum^ents  still  extant,  but  the  dagger  (t)  signifies  that  the  docu- 
ments thus  marked  are  no  longer  extant;  of  such,  only  the  record  exists.

It  will  be  noted  that,  under  the  caption  “ Lichfield,”  the  surname 
Halley  occurs  several  times  between  the  years  1532  and  1594,  but,  under 
the  same  heading,  the  name  Hawley  does  not  appear  until  1596,  although 
after  that  date  the  two  surnames  are  used  interchangeably  in  a given 
family.  This  lends  color  to  the  belief  that  the  families  of  Halley  and 
Hawley  in  Derbyshire  and  Northamptonshire  were  of  identical  origin. 
The  coat  armorial  (“Sable,  a fret  and  a canton  argent”)  ascribed  by 
John  Aubrey  to  Dr.  Edmond  Halley,  is  by  Papworth  assigned  also  to 
“Hales,  Hauley,  co.  Devon;  Hawleys”  with  authorities  as  follows: 
“ Glover’s  Ordinary  Cotton  MS.  Tiberius  D,  10;  Harl.  MS  1392,  and 
1459,”  which  could,  no  doubt,  be  consulted  in  the  British  Museum.  The 
interchangeability  of  the  names  Halley  and  Hawley  in  a single  family 
is  further  illustrated  by  some  of  the  abstracts  of  wills  at  Lichfield,  made 
also  by  Mr.  Beevor  and  given  below,  viz. :

{Second  Paper) 

SOME  of  Dr.  Edmond  Halley’s  ancestors  are  known  to  have 
resided  at  Alconbury,  from  the  parish  register  of  which  the  rough 
notes  following  were  made.  They  are  subject  to  verification,  as 
to  details,  with  the  exception  of  entries  relating  to  persons  surnamed 
Halley,  which  were  carefully  checked.

As  Francis  Halley  in  his  will  (dated  June  28,  1698;  proved  Sept. 
8,  1702;  P.  C.  C.,  reg.  Marlboro,  fo.  126)  mentioned  his  “ sister  Mary 
Ward,  wife  of  John  Ward,”  as  well  as  “ Nicholas  Wright  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,”  search  was  made  by  Mr.  Beevor  in  the  P.  C.  C. 
Index,  1 7 10-1729  (wills  only,  not  all  the  administrations)  for  John 
Ward,  with  this  result:

“No  Nicholas  Wright  will  during  this  period.” 

The  1726  testator  of  Northants  was  of  Bozeat,  widower  and  yeo- 
man; he  mentions  dau.  Mary  and  sons  Abraham,  Isaac  and  John; 
perhaps  he  is  the  one  sought.  Bozeat  is  about  five  miles  south  of 
Wellingborough. 

Lower,  in  Patronymica  Britannica,  says  of  the  origin  of  the  surname 
Halley,  that  it  is  local  but  he  cannot  name  the  place.  A London  cor- 
respondent writes  thus;  “Incline  to  think  that  Halley,  Whalley  and 
Hawley  are  variants  of  one  name  and  that  ...  a place-name  . . . 
‘ Wh  ’ and  ‘h’  are  sometimes  equivalent;  living  examples  being  found 
in  ‘ who,’  and  ‘ whole,’  etc.,  and  obsolete  ones  in  ‘ whot  ’ for  ‘ hot,’ 
‘ whome  ’ fo*^  ‘home,’  etc.  {See  Aldis  Wright’s  Bible  Word-book.) 
Also  the  surname  ‘ Hippie  ’ became  ‘ Whipple,’  and  ‘ whist  ’ and  ‘ hist  ’ are 
equivalent.  I used  to  pronounce  Halley  with  a short  ‘ a,’  having  prob- 
ably picked  up  that  use  when  a child;  but  I suppose  it  should  be  like 
Hawley.” 

Another  English  scholar  remarks:  “ I think  that  in  the  Seventeenth 
Century,  in  Derbyshire,  ‘ Halley  ’ was  pronounced  ‘ Hawley  ’ . . . 
There  w^re  Walleys  or  Whalleys  in  Derbyshire  but  I am  not  confident  that 
the  two  families  are  connected.”  (There  is  indeed  a marked  difference 
between  all  coats  armorial  of  Whalley  and  Halley  or  Hawley,  but  the  two 
latter  families  may  be  relateed  to  each  other. 

At  the  Public  Record  Office,  London,  in  the  Index  of  Fines  for  1653, 
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Trinity  Term,  occurs  this  (perhaps  irrelevant)  item:  “ Edm.  Pyke,  gent., 
pint,  and  Hump.  Lenn,  in  ffanchurch  streete.”  This,  however,  is  of  some 
passing  interest  because  it  is  the  only  known  case  in  which  the  Christian 
name  “ Edmund  ” occurs  in  the  Pyke  family  as  connected  with  Fenchurch 
Street. 

In  the  Index  to  Chancery  Proceedings,  1714-58  (Public  Record 
Office)  occurs:  “Halley  vs.  Kaye,  bundle  2006  (1724)  ” but  this 

upon  examination  was  found  irrelevant. 

The  Index  of  Chancery  Proceedings,  1758-1800,  Division  4,  shows: 
“ Halley  vs.  Sugar,  1777;  br.  r.  bundle  378.”  “ Halley  vs.  Beresford, 

1777;  Dep.  bundle  394.” 

The  “Index  to  Prerogative  Wills  of  Ireland,  1536-1810,”  by  Sir 
Arthur  Vicars,  F.  S.  A.,  (Dublin,  1897)  contains  many  interesting  entries 
under  the  surnames  following:  Bruce,  McDonald,  Pike  and  Stewart  or 

Stuart;  also  a few  under  Halley  and  MePeake.  The  entry  of  will  of  one 
Edmond  McDonald,  1790  (on  page  302)  is,  however,  incorrect,  accord- 
ing to  private  advices  from  Dublin,  for  the  Christian  name  of  the  testator 
was  “ Edward,”  not  “ Edmond.” 

All  the  wills,  intestacies  and  marriage  licences  in  Ireland  are  indexed 
for  each  Diocese  from  about  1600  to  1858.  In  a few  cases  they  begin 
a little  earlier  than  1600,  while  in  others  they  are  somewhat  later  than 
that  date.  There  are  several  MePikes  in  the  Index  of  the  Diocese  of 
Connor,  Co.  Antrim.  Vicar’s  Index  is  of  wills  of  the  Prerogative  Court 
only.

Register  Trenley,  folio  273,  (P.  C.  C.)  contains  the  will  of  Thomas 
Hawley  of  Wellingborough,  Northants,  dated  Oct.  2,  1741,  proved  Sept. 
4,  1742,  mentions  wife  Martha,  daughters  Lucy  and  Martha. 

Register  Taverner  (P.  C.  C.,  1772)  contains  the  wills  of  Sybilla 
Halley  of  East  Greenwich  (published  in  The  Genealogist  London,  for 
July,  1908)  and  the  will  of  William  Halley  of  Ightham,  Kent. 

The  will  of  Isaac  Parry  of  Deptford  (Register  Simpson,  folio  no) 
was  proved  1764.  It  did  not  appear  to  be  relevant.  The  will  of  Mary 
Parry  of  Kent  (Register  Bogg,  folio  392)  is  probably  that  of  the  widow 
of  Isaac  above  mentioned.  The  administration  of  John  Parry  of  Kent 
is  indexed  in  Register  Bogg  (1769). 

Mr.  R.  J.  Beevor,  M.  A.  (from  whom  nearl  yall  the  notes  in  this 
series  have  been  received)  examined  also  the  register  of  marriages  cele- 
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brated  in  the  chapel  of  the  Royal  Navy  Hospital  at  Greenwich,  1724-54, 
(now  preserved  at  Somerset  House,)  but  found  nothing  of  interest  relat- 
ing to  Halley  and  Parry.  The  marriages  are  very  few  in  number.  East 
Greenwich  is,  it  is  believed,  the  legal  description  of  the  parish  commonly 
known  as  Greenwich.  Deptford  in  olden  times  was  known  as  West 
Greenwich. 

The  will  of  one  Francis  Meese  is  in  register  Twisse,  folio  134,  anno 
1646),  but  a search  of  P.  C.  C.  indexes  of  wills,  1626-1676  (failed  to 
reveal  entries  under  the  surname  Mewce,  a family  known  to  be  related 
by  marriage  to  both  Washington  and  Halley.  Among  Halley  wills  at 
Somerset  House  are  these:

Mr.  Beevor  examined  also  the  index  of  Northants  wills  1608-1723 
and  that  of  Hunts  wills  1615-1740,  at  Peterborough.  The  only  Halleys 
found  were  in  the  latter  series:  Simon  Halley  of  Kimbolton  dated  1697 
proved  circa  1710;  Elizabeth  Halley  of  the  same  place,  his  widow,  and 
John  Halley  also  of  Kimbolton,  their  son.  The  information  contained 
in  those  three  wills  seemed  immaterial. 

Mr.  Halley  Stewart,  M.  P.,  (1908)  is  the  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Alex- 
ander Stewart,  jun.,  who  was  born,  in  1790,  at  Kirkcoldy,  co.  Fife.  The 
latter  was  the  third  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Alexander  Stewart,  sen.,  whose 
wife  was  a Miss  Halley.  Other  evidence  of  the  relationship  existing  be- 
tween members  of  the  Halley  and  Stewart  families  has  previously  been 
published.  See  Notes  and  Queries  London,  tenth  series,  vol.  VI.,  page 
305 ; ibid.,  vol.  IX.,  page  446.  A certain  degree  of  relationship  has  also 
been  proved,  by  documentary  evidence,  between  the  Halley  and  Pyke 
families  of  London  and  Greenwich  {circa  1698-1718).  In  addition, 
one  member  of  the  same  famiily  of  Pyke,  (related  to  Halley)  to  wit, 
William  Pyke  of  Greenwich,  mentions,  in  his  will  dated  1727,  his  “ cou- 
sin Archibald  Bruce  ” (see  Notes  and  Queries,  London,  tenth  series,  vol. 
VIII.,  page  45.)  Query:  What  bearing,  if  any,  has  all  this  docu- 

mentary evidence  on  the  family-traditions  regarding  a relationship 
{circa  1750)  between  the  Halley  and  McPike  families  and  between 
Stewart  and  McPike  families  ? (See  Notes  and  Queries,  London,  ninth 
series,  vol.  XL,  pages  205-206;  ibid.,  vol.  XII. , page  468;  also  Scottish 
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Notes  and  Queries,  Aberdeen,  second  series,  vol.  6,  page  59;  and  Devon 
Notes  and  Queries,  Exeter,  vol.  4,  pages  86-88.)  It  will  now  be  in  or- 
der to  study  the  official  records  in  Scotland  and  Ireland,  of  the  McPikc 
families.

A PRELIMINARY  search  was  made  in  January,  1909,  through 
certain  of  the  official  records  in  Dublin,  for  documentary  evi- 
dence tending  to  establish  a relationship  between  the  families 
following :

McPike  (or  Pike)  and  Stewart.

The  results,  given  hereinafter,  are  based  upon  an  examination  of 
numerous  wills,  marriage  licence  bonds  and  registered  deeds.  “ The 
name  Pike  is  very  common  in  Cork,  but  McPike,  as  you  will  see,  is  very 
scarce  all  through  Ireland.”  The  present  writer  has  already  commented 
upon  the  fact  that  several  English  Pikes  either  migrated,  at  an  early 
epoch,  to  Ireland,  or  were  interested  in  land  ventures  in  the  Emerald 
Isle.  The  rough  notes  above  mentioned  now  follow : 

Prerogative  will  of  Wight  Pike,  1801. — I,  Wight  Pike,  of  the  city 
of  Dublin,  merchant,  do  make  this  my  last  will;  to  my  daughter  Sarah 
Pike,  £1000;  to  my  son  John  Pike  £500;  to  my  son-in-law  Geo.  Penrose 
£1000.0.0.  To  my  friend  Richard  Cartrell  £500.  To  my  friend  Charles 
Fansut  [?]  £100.0.0.  To  the  poor  of  the  Quakers  Society  £50.0.0.  To 
the  poor  Roman  Catholics  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Catherine  £50.0.0.  To 
my  sister-in-law  Elinor  Thomas  £50.  To  my  friend  Hannah  Lapham 
£50.0.0.  All  the  rest  of  my  worldly  substance  I leave  to  my  son  James 
Martin  Pike.  I appoint  my  friends  William  Taylor  and  Joshua  Ed- 
mundson  both  of  the  city  of  Dublin  ex°^®  of  this  my  Will.  Signed  this 
5th  January  1801.  Wight  Pike.  Witnesses:  Alex^  fodd,  Robert 
Taylor,  James  Anderson.  Proved  30th  Oct.  1801. 


Left  a wife,  sur- 
name Martyn — no  children.  His  sister  Ann  McDonnell  married 

Fitzgerald. 
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Registry  of  Deeds  (Book  259,  p.  142).  McDonnell  to  Pike.  A 
memorial  of  a lease  dated  28th  July,  1764,  whereby  Michael  McDon- 
nell, of  the  town  of  Drogheda,  Yeoman,  demised  unto  John  Pike,  of  the 
same,  weaver,  a small  parcel  of  land  between  Drogheda  and  Green  hills, 
containing  half  an  acre.

Here  end  the  notes  from  Dublin  which  may,  perhaps,  be  supple- 
mented at  some  future  time.  A memorandum  of  the  seven  wills  in  the 
Diocese  of  Derry  was  also  kindly  sent  to  the  writer  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Kerno- 
han,  M.  A.,  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Presbyterian  Historical  Society 
of  Ireland,  Belfast.  Mr.  Kernohan  mentions,  as  a useful  source  of  infor- 
mation, the  Ulster  Journal  of  Archeology , of  which  the  editor  is  T.  J. 
Bigger,  Esq.,  M.  R.  I.  A.,  “ Ordrigh,”  Belfast. 
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Mr.  Edward  McPike,  of  Mako  Point,  Awhitu,  New  Zealand,  wrote 
(1907)  that  his  father,  the  late  Mr.  James  McPike,  had  emigated  to 
New  Zealand  from  Belfast,  about  sixty  years  ago  (?  1847).  well 

known  that  Belfast  is  and  long  has  been  the  center  of  the  linen  industry. 
It  is  just  such  a place  as  we  might  expect  a Scottish  linen  merchant  to 
visit.  Perhaps  the  other  James  McPike  (born  circa  1751)  did  visit 
Belfast. 


{Fifth  Paper) 

The  ‘ Feudal  History  of  Derbyshire,’  by  Pym  Yeatman  (appar- 
ently still  in  course  of  publication)  contains  several  references 
to  persons  of  the  name  of  Halley  and  variants  of  that  name,  but 
I have  not  discovered  in  it  any  record  which  has  an  obvious  bearing  on 
the  astronomer’s  family.  Mr.  Pym  Yeatman  seems  to  treat  Hall,  Halle, 
Halley  and  de  Aula  as  synonymous.  I am  not  sure  that  he  is  right  in  so 
doing.”  (MS.  letter  from  Mr.  R.  J.  Beevor,  M.  A.,  dated  Jan.  3, 
1909.) 

The  oldest  printed  reference  to  the  Halley  family,  so  far  found, 
mentions  Sir  Thomas  Halley,  Knt.,  of  Wyam,  whose  daughter  married 
Sir  Robert  Hildyard,  Knt.,  living  temp.  Richard  I.  (1189-1199).  See 
Burke’s  “Landed  Gentry  for  1850,”  vol.  I.,  page  572. 

Whalley’s  “Northamptonshire,”  a rare  work,  of  which  a copy  is  in 
the  Newberry  Library,  Chicago,  gives  several  entries  under  Halley  and 
allied  surnames.  The  oldest  date  refers  to  Will,  de  Hauley,  6 Mart, 
1370,  under  caption  of  “ Wardon  Hundred:  Eydon  ” {ibid.,  vol.  I.,  p.

Mr.  R.  J.  Beevor  says,  January  3,  1909:  “ I recently  wrote  to  the 

rector  of  Cheddleton,  Staffs,  where  you  may  remember  Humphry  Halley 
{ob.  1596)  appears  to  have  resided,  but  I heard  from  him  that  the  ex- 
tant Cheddleton  register  does  not  go  further  back  than  1690.” 
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Unless,  therefore,  some  new  way  opens,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the 
ancestry  of  Dr.  E.  Halley,  the  astronomer,  can  be  carried  back  any  fur- 
ther than  was  done  in  The  Genealogist  (London),  new  series,  for  July, 
1908.

{Sixth  Paper) 

The  writer’s  paternal  grandfather,  the  late  Judge  John  Moun- 
tain McPike  (1795-1876),  dictated,  circa  1868-1870,  to  his 
son,  Hon.  Henry  Guest  M’Pike  (afterwards  Mayor  of  Alton, 
111  .),  certain  genealogical  memoranda  which  were  at  once  reduced  to 
writing  and  carefully  preserved  by  the  latter,  who  caused  duplicate  tran- 
scripts thereof  to  be  made,  circa  January  i,  1888.  One  of  these,  signed 
by  Henry  Guest  M’Pike,  the  writer’s  father,  was  handed  by  him  to  the 
writer  in  1896,  and  was  subsequently  deposited  in  the  museum  of  the 
Newberry  Library,  Chicago  (catalogue  No.  89030;  case  II.,  31-2). 
The  manuscript  was  further  supported  by  a sworn  affidavit  by  Henry 
Guest  M’Pike,  dated  23  Nov.,  1899,  reproduced  in  photographic  fac- 
simile, and  one  of  the  facsimiles  was  deposited  in  the  Newberry  Library 
(catalogue  No.  E-7-M-239).  The  original  manuscript  relates  chiefly  to 
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the  families  of  McPike,  Guest  and  Dumont.  It  contains,  among  many 
other  items,  the  following: 

“ . . . McPike  from  Scotland,  m.  to  Miss  Haley  (or  Haly) 

from  England;  she  was  granddaughter  of  Sir  Edmund  Haley  (astron- 
omer) England.  Children  were:  James  M’Pike,  Miss  M’Pike. 

Miss  M’Pike  married  a M’Donald  of  Ireland.” 

” Capt.  James  M’Pike,  Scotch,  from  England,  1772,  to  U.  S.,  Bal- 
timore. . . . Served  seven  years  with  Washington,  under  Col.  How- 
ard and  Gen.  Little  [?]  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Also  under  com- 
mand of  Gen.  Lafayette.  Capt.  Jam.es  M’Pike  married  Martha  Mourn 
tain.” 

We  shall  hereinafter  comment  on  the  foregoing  tradition,  which  it 
will  be  observed  is  more  minutely  circumstantial  than  usual  in  such  cases 
and  has  been  well  preserved.  There  is  another  oral  tradition,  however^ 
which  was  not  reduced  to  writing,  so  it  seems,  until  about  1898.  Its 
principal  authority  seems  to  rest  with  the  late  Mrs.  Louise  Wilkinson 
of  Perry  County,  Missouri,  who  was  a daughter  of  Richard  McPike 
(born  1791),  the  second  son  of  the  aforesaid  James  McPike.  This  tra- 
dition purports,  in  substance,  to  say  that  one  Pike,  an  educated  Scotch- 
man, who  had  been  or  afterwards  became  a linen  merchant,  held,  at  one 
time,  a minor  commission  of  some  kind  in  the  service  of  the  Stewarts  in 
Edinburgh,  and  that,  in  fact,  he  married  a Miss  Stewart  of  Edinburgh^ 
by  whom  he  had  one  child,  a son,  supposed  to  be  identical  with  the  afore- 
said James  McPike;  furthermore,  that  the  son  was  placed  under  the  care 
of  one  McDonald,  and  finally  sent  to  Dublin,  Ireland,  to  acquire  a thor- 
ough military  education.  It  is  added  that  the  surname  was  changed  from 
Pike  to  McPike  about  the  time  of  the  birth  of  the  said  son  ( ? circa  1751) 
and  that  the  son  emigrated  to  America  when  quite  young,  not  more  than 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  if  that. 

This  last  tradition  is  so  vague  and  unsatisfactory  that  the  writer  has 
never  made  any  serious  effort  to  prove  or  disprove  it,  except  so  far  as 
necessary  to  give  it  consideration  during  researches  relating  to  the  more 
obvious  connection  between  the  Halley  and  Pyke  families.  We  have 
shown  that  the  McPike  family,  as  such,  seems  to  belong  to  Ireland,  al- 
though it  may  be  Scotch-Irish.  We  have  also  shown  that  several  Eng- 
lish Pikes  or  Pykes  settled  in  Ireland.  It  is  quite  possible  that  James 
McPike  did  not  belong  to  the  McPike  family,  but,  on  the  contrary,  he 
may  have  been  a member  of  the  Pyke  or  Pike  family.  It  will  be  noted 
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that  his  family  surname,  according  to  tradition,  was  Pike  (not  McPike) 
before  1750.  This  may  be  a point  of  minor  importance  (owing  to  the 
etymological  relationship  between  the  two  surnames),  and  it  must  be 
admitted  that  no  example  of  the  surname  McPike  before  1750  has  yet 
been  discovered. 

The  attempted  solution  of  the  puzzle  here  presented  has  been  the 
subject  of  numerous  notes  printed  in  genealogical  periodicals  in  Eng- 
land, Scotland  and  the  United  States  (we  might  add:  Ireland,  as  well), 
since  1897.  The  first  printed  reference  to  the  question  was  made  in  the 
American  Historical  Register,  new  series  (vol.  L,  No.  2,  pp.  167-170), 
for  April,  1897.  Among  other  notes,  one  giving  some  details  appeared 
in  Notes  and  Queries,  London,  ninth  series  (vol.  XL,  pp.  205-206),  and 
a collection  of  “ Remarks  on  Dr.  E.  Halley”  was  deposited  in  the  British 
Museum,  London  (press-mark  10882  K.  25).  It  is  high  time,  therefore, 
to  collate  all  these  traditions  and  facts,  so  as  to  present  them,  at  last,  in 
concise  form.  The  problem  involved  happens  to  contain  some  points  of 
interest  beyond  the  scope  of  merely  private  family  history. 

, During  the  researchs  made,  some  documentary  evidence  was  found 

and  duly  published  which  clearly  established  an  association  and  a rela- 
tionship between  the  family  of  the  astronomer.  Dr.  Edmond  Halley 
(1656-1742),  and  the  family  of  Pyke,  in  London  and  Greenwich.  All 
this  evidence  can  be  found  through  the  citations  already  given  in  this 
series  of  ” Extracts.”  Dr.  Halley’s  own  cousin,  Francis  Halley,  married 
circa  1690)  Eleanor  Pyke,  daughter  of  Richard  Pyke,  poulterer,  of 
London.  Her  brother,  William  Pyke,  of  Greenwich,  in  his  will,  dated 
1727,  mentions  his  cousin  Archibald  Bruce  (see  Notes  and  Queries,  Lon- 
don, for  July  20,  1907,  pages  44-45).  The  well-known  connection  be- 
tween the  families  of  Bruce  and  Stewart  needs  no  comment  here.  How- 
ever, coincidences  are  astonishingly  frequent,  and  one  must  not  jump  at 
I conclusions.  We  find  also  that  one  Isaac  Pyke,  Esq.,  of  Greenwich,  late 

I governor  of  Saint-Helena,  in  his  will  (dated  Jan.  5,  1730)  mentions 

I “ Dr.  Halley,  the  professor,”  which,  no  doubt,  means  the  second  Astron- 

i omer  Royal  at  Greenwich. 

When  coincidences  pile  up,  one  upon  another,  it  is  very  difficult  for 
I any  but  an  experienced  genealogist  to  keep  his  mind  free  from  such  influ- 

I ence.  Nothing  less  than  absolute  proof  or,  at  least,  complete  historical 

j proof  is  satisfactory.  We  even  find  documentary  evidence  of  relation- 

! ship  between  certain  families  of  Halley  and  Stewart  or  Stuart,  but  this 

is  not  conclusive. 
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We  have  endeavored  to  present  quite  impartially,  but  with  some 
detail,  the  origin  and  the  present  status  of  this  puzzling  problem. 

It  should  be  added  that  no  evidence  whatever  has  been  found  indi- 
cating the  existence  of  a military  academy  in  Dublin  during  the  last  half 
of  the  eighteenth  century  (1750-1800),  but,  perhaps,  the  traditional 
military  education  acquired  there  by  Capt.  James  McPike  may  relate  to 
service  in  some  regiment  then  stationed  in  that  vicinity.  The  military 
records  of  Capt.  James  McPike  in  America  were  briefly  reviewed  in  the 
New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record,  vol.  34,  pp.  55-56, 
and  again  (with  new  facts)  in  the  Magazine  of  History,  New  York, 
for  March,  1908  (vol.  7,  pp.  166-169).  His  descendants  were,  in  part, 
recorded  in  a book  entitled  “ Tales  of  Our  Forefathers,”  Albany,  New 
York,  1898,  which  was  supplemented  by  an  article  in  the  Old  North- 
west^^  Genealogical  Quarterly,  Columbus,  Ohio,  for  October,  1904  (vol. 
7,  pp.  267-270). 

Some  further  effort  to  solve  the  problem  will  be  made  by  seeking 
more  documentary  evidence  in  the  Old  World.  However,  it  is  desir- 
able to  discover,  also,  if  possible,  the  official  record  of  the  marriage  of 
James  McPike  and  Martha  Mountain  {1  circa  1789),  probably  In  New 
Jersey  or  Pennsylvania,  although  perhaps  in  Maryland  or  Virginia.  The 
name  of  ” McPike  ” occurs  several  times  In  the  published  ” Pennsyl- 
vania Archives.” 


{Seventh  Paper) 

The  Librarian  of  Congress,  Washington,  D.  C.,  kindly  supplies 
the  following  information  from  the  Chief  Bibliographer: 

”...  In  John  O’Hart’s  ‘ Irish  Pedigrees,’  4th  edition, 
Dublin,  1887,  91?  is  a foot-note  to  the  account  of  the  Hally 

family  (anglicized  Halley)  and  reads  as  follows:  ‘ It  Is  worthy  of  note 
that  the  celebrated  astronomer  Halley  was  a descendant  of  this  family, 
who  were  hereditary  physicians  in  Ireland.’  ” 

The  present  writer  would  be  very  grateful  for  any  Information  as 
to  the  authority  or  evidence  upon  which  O’Hart  based  the  above  state- 
ment. 

Several  references  to  the  Haley,  Hall,  Halley,  Haly,  Hawley  and 
Hayley  families  appear  in  ” The  Irish  and  Anglo-Irish  Landed  Gentry, 
when  Cromwell  came  to  Ireland,”  by  John  O’Hart,  Dublin,  1884,  pages 
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390-391;  also  to  the  families  of  “Hally”  and  “ Haly  ” {ibid.,  pp.  82- 
83)  and  the  family  of  “Healey”  {il?id.,  pp.  87-88).  Some  of  the 
Christian  names  which  appear  might,  perhaps,  be  considered  suggestive; 
for  example,  “Edmond,”  “Francis,”  “James,”  and  “Richard.” 

Mr.  J.  G.  Bradford,  of  i,  Blandford  Villas,  Queen’s  Road,  Buck- 
hurst  Hill,  Essex,  England,  inquires  “ about  Mary  Bradford  of  East 
Greenwich,  Kent,  widow,  whose  will  was  pr.  in  P.  C.  C.  in  1749/50. 
She  was  the  sister  of  Isaac  Pyke,  decsd.  whose  will  was  pr.  in  P.  C.  C. 
by  Mary  Bradford,  1739;  he  describes  himself  as  Governor  of  St. 
Helena  & refers  to  his  sister  Mary  Bradford  and  his  nephew  John 
Buffar.” 

“ Frances  Bradford  of  East  Greenwich,  spr.,  will  pr.  in  P.  C.  C., 
by  Mary  Bradford,  the  mother  and  ex.  who  is  referred  to  in  the  will 
as  mother  and  mother-in-law.  Frances  also  mentions  friends,  Govr. 
Pyke  & John  Buffar  & desires  to  be  burd.  in  Church  where  ‘ my  father 
was  buried’;  she  was  evidently  the  step-daughter  of  Mary  Bradford.”

“ What  I have  never  been  able  to  find  out,  is  whom  did  Mary  Pyke 
marry.  If  I could  only  get  some,  information  regarding  her  husband 
such  as  Christian  name  and  where  buried,  it  is  possible  I might  be  able 
to  identify  him  on  my  sheets,  as  I have  a considerable  collection  relating 
to  the  name  of  Bradford.  Admon.  of  John  Bradford,  late  of  St.  Peter- 
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le-Chefe,  London,  but  late  of  Greenwich,  granted  to  Mary,  the  widow, 
1727 ; this,  possibly,  may  be  he,  but  if  so  I am  quite  unable  to  place  him.” 

The  will  of  Ann  Pyke  (mother  of  Isaac  Pyke),  dated  August  10, 
1710,  was  proved  in  P.  C.  C.,  reg.  Plymouth,  fo.  150.  The  testator, 
Ann  Pyke,  mentions  her  “ loving  daughter  Mary  Ratcliffe,”  whose  sur- 
name later  appears  (in  connection  with  final  grant  of  probate  to  Isaac 
Pyke)  as  Margaret  Radcliffe.
